deed a tranſcendent, beyond all the ſons 
of eAdam : he was a King , and a Prophet, in all cauſes, as 
well Ecclefiaſticallas Civill, Suprezze. In foure particulars 
I dare fay he never was paralleled ; for a Shepheard., a M- 
frtian, a Seuldier, and a Prophet. Forthe firſt , you know 
what ſervice he did: when he tended his fathers flocke, hee 
flew « Beare and a Lion, an.abſolute type of death, and the 
Devill that roaring Lion, to be conquered by the viftorious 
Lion of theTribeot Judah. For a MMaſitian,he was the Sweer 
Singer of Ifrael ; and by the divine touch upon his well-ru- 
ned Harp was abletocharme the Devill himſelfe, the evill 
fpirit chat afſaulted San, For a Sor/dier , witnefle his fer- 
viceart the battel)of E/ah, where he ſlew that great Gyant 
Goliah of Gath the Philifiine, who defied the Armies of the 
living God: and if we may beleevye the women incheirſong, 
David had flaine his ten thouſands; which in effet was 
true, for in the {laughter of their Champion,the whole Ar- 
my ofthe Philiſtines was ſubdued. And for a Propher,none 
ever ſofully and plainly forerold of the perſon, incarnation, 


paſſion, and reſurrection of our: bleſied Lord , aschis our: 
A 2 : Prophet : 
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(2) 
Prophet : hee was indeed a great (inner, ahd yet a greater 
Saint : ſometimes extreme miſcrable, and anon exceeding 
proſperous: and as he bimſelfe, in reſpect of variety of con- 
dition, didepitomize many other men; ſo his writings are 
the compendium in a leſſer volume of all divine Scripture, Ic 
ſeems our Saviour Chriſt ſet much by this book of Pialms:in 
thcEvargeliſts you may obſerve that he alledgeth the words 
of David more then any other ; yea almolt then all che 
other put together. Whenthe devilltempred our blefſcd Sa- 
viour, hee urged for defenſe of his tempration a Text of 
thisour Prophet; for it & written, He hath given his «Angels 
charge over thee: as if the policy of Satan had obſerved, of 
_ what fpcciall anthority the words of David were : and there- 
fore thought they might likelier prevaile with himthen the 
words of any other Prophet. Our carcfull Mother, holy 
Church, conſidering the all-uſefullexcellency of this part of 
Scripture, hath wifely ordained a more frequent uſe thereof 
then of any other, ſo that in every ſpiricuall repaſt which ſhe 
imparteth to her children, ſome portion of the Pfalter, the 
Pfalmes of David, is diſtributed , as the bread and falt, ne- 
ceflary for thereſt of the ſuſtenance. But I mwſt not: ſtay 
longer inthe praiſe of this our Prophet, or his work ; him- 
ſelfe in this preſent Text bids us rather pratiſe it upon God 
and his workes, Juvenes & virgines, ſenes cum juntoribus lane 
dent nomen Domini : Young men aud maidens , old men and 
children, praiſe ye the Name of the Lord. LILLE 
W hich words arethe perſonall concluſion of this Pfalme, 
which we may not unaprly ſtile, Davids divine Maſque, a 
heavenly Mafque indeed Here are rare and ſtrange fights, 
full of variety and motion, ſcarce any creature in the Unis 
verſe, but the Species of it is here repreſented, and that in moſt 
lively manner : here are Angels,and the Hoſt of heaven, Sun, 
and Moone, Heavens and Stars, Dragons and Deepes, Fire, 
and Haile, Snow and Vapour, Winde and Stormes, Moun- 
taines and Trees, Beaſts and Birds, with creeping things, 
Kings ard Judges, Young Men and Maidens, Old men-and 
Childien ; rwo and ewotogether, as the creatures came into 
the Arke, the Spirit. of God directing them what they ſha] 


do,

doe, and giving each one his part, which is no more but this,” 
Praiſe ye the Name of the Lord, You that deſire ſtrange and 
rareſights,O come hither , and view the whole troupe of 


- Gods creatures in their ſeverall ſhapes and aCtions, a C horus 


that is led by Angels , followed by men , and directed by 
God : imagine thou now ſeeft them all, in as narrow a 
compaſle as this Palme, inthe heigth of their aRivity, ſet- 
ting forth the praiſes of their Maker, and yet Ray not fo long 
in contemplating them, as to negle& thineown Q. forthy 
ſelf alſo haſt a part together with thereſt , Javenes & virgi- 
ues, Oc, Young men and Maidens,@ c. 
For my better proceeding hercin,l ſhall ol ſerveuntoyou, 
firſt, the contexture of theſe words with theprecedent: ſe- 
condly, what it is that is here required tobe done, the part 
impoted, and that isto Praiſe God : and laſtly, the eAors, 
which are Tong men and Maidens,and Old men and children. 
So that you ſee, this Text (like the iron gate to Peter) opens 
untous of irs owne accord : and to ſtudy any nice diviſion, 
were with Eſauto hunt abroad for Veniſon, while Jacob hath 
it neaxer hand. My proſecution upon the particulars ſhall 
be plaine, according to that excellent rule of Quiztilian, Ita: 
debet loqui Orator, 'ut won ſolummodo poſſit intelligs, ſed ut non 
poſvit non intelligi ; proculdubio ita debet loqui Theologus : we 
arcſo toſpeak,not only that we may be poflibly underſtood ; 
he we may not but be underſtood : I ſhallcherefore pro- 
ceed with what decent perfpicuity T-can, beginning withth 
firſt thingFpropenndcd ; the connexion, | 
Firlt fercfore, that man-may know that this taske which 
isenjoyned him is worth the labour, our Prophet ſhews that 
the very ſame befits the Angels themſelves, and therefore is 
commanded them likewife, Praiſe him all ye «Angels of his, 
verſ 2.and accordingly they performeir,.yea it is the heigeth, 
of their felicity.,, to conſort themſelves in praiſes to their 
Almighty Maker, and: that not onely for them{elves, but in 
behalfe of us likewiſe > in the 2. of S. Duke 1 3. when our 
bleſſed Saviour was born, T here was-tmthe aire a multitude of 
heavenly ſoldiers praiſing Ged: Merares quod ipſi etiam angel 
ernmpiunt eeelopre latitia, The Angels leapt our of heayen as 
- > 
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it-were for joy, tocongratulate mankinde with a morning 
Anthem of praiſe atthe birth of our bleſſed Saviour: Thus 
you ſeethat this part which is impoſed upon man, is nothing 
derogatory to his worth, but ſuch as the glorious Angels 
themſelves are employed in. . | 

Bur perhaps man may think this part , this duty too in- 
tricate for him to performe, and therefore will ler it alone : 
left through unskilfulneſſe he ſhould cauſe diſorder : but to 
daſh this excuſe, the Prophet ſhewech that the very Bea?s 
and Fowles, yeaeyery little Worme can performe this, which 
the deyill perſwades thee is ſo difficult : the holy Ghoſt to 
make man abaſhed ofhis untowardneſle in his ſervice, ſends 
himto be ſchooled by poore abjce reafonleſſe creatures, Goe 
tothe Piſmire thou filuggard,faith Solomon: (, onſider the Lily of 
the Field, thoa coveteies man, (aith our Saviour; The Swallow 
and the Crane doe know their appointed times, the Oxe knoweth 
hs owner, and the Afſſe his Maſters crib, but Iſrael doth not 
know, my people doth not conſider. So David here would have 
usto take view of the beaſts, and trees,birds in the aire,yea 
the vety aire it ſelfe, winde and forme fulfilling his word, 
and then fee whether we can endure cur ſelyes to be exceed- 
ed in the fervice of God by theſe inferiour creatures. Our 
Saviourtellsthe Jewesthat the Queen of the South ſhould 
riſe up injudgement againſt them: and certainly not onely 
ths Queen of the South, but the very winde of the Soxth,the 
reaionleſſe and ſenſelefie creatures, ſhall as it. were riſe up 
i judgementagainſt many of usatthelali day,becauſe they 
by the law ofnatureaccomplith the will of God, to his im- 
mortallpraiſe : which man, by a ttronger and better law of 
grace will not be brought unto: and fo much for the rae» 
ableneſſe and modulation of this Text withthe. refidue of the 
Plalme. And now to theduty, Laudent nomen, Domini;Young 
men and Iaiaens, Old menand ( hildren, praiſe yethe Name 
ofthe Lord. 

Theduty bereenjoyned, is a due-confeſſhon, acknowledge 
ment, and magnifying of the infinite exceliencies and perfe. 
ctions inherent in theDcity,and diftufively by reflexe com. 
municated co his creatures here below , bur it is not an orall 

confeſſhon, 


- 
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confeſſion only, for then the proud Phariſce would a this 

part the beſt, Lord / thank thee : but he had ſmall thanks for 

- his confeſſion. The praiſe thereforethart is here required,muft 
be done, ore, opere,and corde, with tongue, heart, and hand, 

Our Saviour having forbidden ſwearing inrhat divine Ser- 

- mon of his upon the Mount, fhews us a Method how toaf- 
firmeordeny any thing, Ler your communication be yea, yea, yy, o ., 
nay,zay : not that we ſhould vocally pronunce yes, and way © Kees 
twice over, for affirmation or deniall,for that might ſecm ſu- 
perfluous:butrather intimatingrthereby,that both ourtongue 
and heart ſhould concurre in one : yea mult be pronounced 
with the tongue, and yea with the heart : »ay with thetongue, 
and z4y with the heart alſo : not yea and »az ( as ſome uſe:) a 
fir phraſe, I confeſle, for hypocrites, whoſe rengues & hearts 

diflenr, So likewiſe in praifing the name of our God, it muſt 
firtt be pronounced in the heart, asthis our Prophet doth 
often ir up himlelfe with a praiſe rhox the Lord, O my ſoule : 
andrhen ecchoed out with our tongue : and not only to, but 
muſt likewiſe bee amplified, and commented upon by our 
actions. This is intimated in the $ verſe of this Plal. where 
the Prophet ſeems to inſtruct the creatures how to praiſe 
God,Winde and ſtormefulfillng his word:Itis not enough for 
the winde to whe/t{e, the rain toratrle, neither man to ftutter 
out a few empty praiſes with his mouth : no, to praiic God 
aright muſt bee by fulfilling his word, In the 33 Palme 2. 
P/allueei Pſalteriodecachordo,Sing wnto the Lord upon an In- 
frument of tenſtrings. And what is this Inſtrucaent of ten 
rings, but che devour kcart ofa good Chritftian well tuned 
and rightly ſettothe ten ( ommandements.This is that Pfalte- 
ry often firings which God chicfly delights in : this is thar 
mufick which glads the Angcls, and nioves attention inthe 
Lord himfelfe. Thus S eAnuga/tizealludesuppn the place, in 
his enarrations on the Pla/mes,and more tully in that excel- 
lent little book of his, De decem (hordis, Good works 
ſhould ſay unto orall confeffion,as Rath did to Naomi Whi- 
ther thou goeſt, I will go: thy Godſhall be py God:the Lord doſe 
tome,and more alſo,if ought but death part thee and me,Xuth 1. 

Lo. Where a holy converſation doth. not concomitare verbal 
| confeſſion, 
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S. Aunt. in confeſſion, that Sacrifice is an abomination to the Lord, #e

ergo;ut jocnnda Deo fit laus tua? noli bone eantilene tue obſtr e= 


pere moribus malts, Wiltthou therefore that thy praiſe may 
delight the Eare of God? then letnot thy evill deeds with 
their harſh croakingy confound the melody of thy praiſing 
tongue, O let Rebecca have bracelets for her handr, aſwell as 
earings, and carteors language , fo ſhall our ſacrificed Iſaac 
rake pleaſure in her beauty : Letus not only heare,and ſpeak, 
bur doe the will of our Lord; for this is truly to praiſe the 
Name of the Lord. | 
Andas we mult praiſe God in thought, word, and work, 
ſo we wuſt continually perſevere, in every word, in cvery 
thought, in every work, aiming at the praiſe and glory of 
the God of our ſalvation, An Infirument, if one onely firing 
be out of rune, although allthereſt be well ſer, yet that one 
kecps ſuch a jarring, and harſh ſound, that the leflon plaid 
thereon willrellifh as unmuſically in a skilfull eare, as if all 
the ſtrings were out of tune. Ifthou abſtaineſt from ſwearing 
and drunkenneſle, yet if thou art given to luſt, or if from 
theſethree, and yet addited to covetouſneſſe, ir comes allo 
onereckoning. The words of S, Fames ate plaine,He that of= 
fends in one (ommandement, ts guilty of all. O look carefully 
unto thy boſeme finne, obſerve diligently that one jarring 
ftring, never leave ſcruing and winding,till ic be broughc in- 
to right tune: and if that cannot be effected, Chriſt bids thee 
break it, /f thine ee offend thee pluk it ont, &c.God' will have 
a compleat harmonious Conſort, a refoluticn for univerſall 
obedience : otherwiſe no acceptance. You ſee theretore the 
praiſe here ſpoke of, is no ſinall matter, but ſuch as ccntaines. 
the whole duty ofa Chriſtian, with heart, word,and works, 
kttivg forth the glory of Almighty God. 

But alas! how far ſhort do we come of this?let us but Icok 
upon the vocalipraiſe: many wil! pray in neceſſity, few will 
praiſe in proſpetity : whilethe corne js growing the hedge is 
well fenced : but when it is reaped and carried into the 
Barne, then the field lies open for ſwine and beafts ro range 
init attheirpleaſure. When we and in nced of any bleſſing, 
we are ſomewhat carefull to pleaſe God, but when we are ac 
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our wiſhed-ſor journeys end, we let the reitisflack, 7 hens 
feocles was wont to tell his ingratefull Countrey-men the 
Athexians, that they uſed him like a Thadow tree, under 
which, whcn a Rorme happened,they would runne and rake 
ſhelter, but when the {torme was over, they would beready 
z0cutit downe and burneit. When there were any uproars 
or tumulcs in the Common-wealth, who but T hemiſtocles ? 
all the people would flock to Themiftocles for ſuccour : bur 
when there was a calme, and all chings at peace through his 
good advice and induſtry, then who more baſe? who more 
contemptiblethan poore T hemiſtecles ? I would toGed the 
{ame were aot too truly to be verified of many ingratefull 
Chrittians ro our Almighty Protector, It is Gods great mer- 
cy that heever keeps us in want of ſome blcſſing or other,or 
elſe he werelike to have but a very lictleof our company. We 
are rightly compared unto a, Herd of Hogs, their Keeper in 
the Tree beats them downe Acorns, they cat them up ea- 
zerly , thruſting and friving one with another who ſhall 
have the greateft ſhare, but niever look upto the Treefrom 
whence their food deſcends, oneiy when they ſee their tore 
ſpent. grant a lictle for more... _ EY 

. And notwithitanding there arc ſome that ſeem to look up 
toward heaven with a gratefull eye for benefics received, yet 
they doe it ſo coldly and frozenly , that it is hkethe oyer- 
plus mannato the children of Iſrael, it offends the noſtrils 
ofthe Almighty: likeas when ſome ſpeciall potion is boy- 
led in a braſle veſſel, although otherwiſe of ſovetaigne uſe, 


- yet the b;afſe gives it ſich an unſeaſoned relliſh , that it be- 


comes good for nothing. Prayer and praiſe in a good mans 
mouth, is as Incenſe breathing ſweetly before the Throne of 
God: but with others it is braſſe-ſavenred, as I may lo ſpeak, 


and ſmcls too ſtrongly of the Cask, and thereforethe Wiſes 


man ſaith, Praiſe « net ſeemly in the monthof a ſinuer,a place, Ecclcls x5 ». + 


though in the Apocrypha, yet generally alledged by the 
Ancient Fathers upon this ſubje&t. Thecovetous Husband. 
man when hee ſees a plentifull harveſt towards, or: the Mcr- 
chant a good returne intrading, they will perhaps afford a' 
God be thanked, bue with ſuch an earneſt ſqainty'd-relation:

 wasof another temper,he did not onely ſacrifice for his chil- 


dren, whiles he enjoyed them ; but when they weretaken 
from him,together wich his wealth and health, he fill con- 

tinues ſacrificing, offering up the ſweet ſacrifice of praiſeand 

thanksgiving, The Lord hath given, and the Lord hath ta\en 

away, bleſſed be the Name of the Lord. A good man in this 

ſhould imitate the Bells, they ring as pleaſantly at a fanerall 
as at a m4rriage. Quando bene tibieſt landamiſericordians Dei: 

quando male,veritatem landa,faith Saint Auguitine. When ir 

gocth well with thee, praiſe the mercy of God ; when ill 

with thec , praiſe the juſtice of God ; bee thankfull in all 

things : nor {leightly , as the manner of the world is, but 

cheerfully ,and with a good courage, as our Pſalmiſt elſe- 

where exhorteth, Sing awtothe Lord a new ſong, ſing praiſes 

tuitily unto himwith a good conrage. | | 

And here I mightenterupon a large field, concerning the 

manifold cauſes which ſhould iinciteus to a deyout perfor. 

mance of this duty. The Prophet in the beginning of this 

Palme, calling upon the Angels, Sun and Mooneto praiſe 

the Lord, he adjoyneth a reaſon enforcing them thereunto, 

Let them praiſe the Name of the Lord, for he commanded, and 
they wereereated. They muſt praife God, and why ? for the 
benefit of their creation and being: bur man hath far greater 

cauſe; for beſides creation, common to us and them, there is 

that glorious work of redemption by Jeſ#s Chriſt : he gave 
to the Angels themſelves onely, when they were not ; bur he 
gavetous his owne ſelfe , when wee were far worſe then if 
we had never been: in the creation he ſhewed his power « 
in governing the creatures, his wiſdome : but his bounty and 

love was never ſo fully exprefled, as in ſending bis onely 

ſon, to ſuffer death for finfull mans redemption. I have 

read a ftory of ane Salexcrxs a Goyernour of eAſſria , who 

made 
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made a Law, that if any man committed adultery, both his 
eyes ſhould be pulled out : 3t chanced ſhortly after, that his 
owne ſon was taken inthe fact : his father being an impar- 
tiall upright Judge,reſolved to proceed according tolaw : on 
the other ſide, naturall affection (ye may well imagine) did 
mightily ftruggle'in his breft : at laſt che good oid man be- 
thought himſclfe of this meane : he cauſed one of his owne 
eyes to be pulled out, and another of his ſons; and fo both 
Face was ſatisfied, and CIercy abundantly ſhewed. God 
commanded man not to tranſgreſſe, upon paine of loſing 
both his lives;this,and that to come: but he hearkened not to. 
the voice of the Lord, and what then remained, but univer- 
fall condemnation of all mankinde ?-There was onely this 
one meanes-of mercy, Our bleſſed Saviour Jeſus Chriit was 
graciouſly pleaſtd of his unſpeakable goodnefle to ſuffer one 
death himſclfe, whereby he hath freed us from the ſecond, 
everlaſting death both of body and ſoule. I ſhould find no 
end, if I ſhould fall upon peculiar bleſſings , attending this 
 finfull Nation of outs, together with the Crowne of all, the 

free and cleare Currentof: the Goſpel of ( hri/?. Plato was 
went to thank the gods for threethings: That he was a man, 
nota beaft ; a Grecian, net a Barbarian; and lallly, not of 
the vulgar rout, butthat he was a Philoſopher : Bur we have 
far greater cauſe; for beſides that we are creatcd afcer Gods 
owne Image, weare Chriſtian men ; and not onely lo, but 
freed from errour and ſuperſtition , wherein millions of 
poore forraigne Chriſtians are held Captives ; and this blet- 
ſed condition waited on with peace andplenty, and many 
miraculousprefervations of King, and Church, and State,far 
beyond all the Kingdomes of the world belide : deliverances 
from forraigne enemies, and domeſtjck Traitours, /gnem & P/al 6.124, 
aquamtranſruimmn, & eduxiſti nos inrefrigerium. W hich text 
may molt aptly be app!yed to this land of ours : wee have 
gone through fire and water-the Spaniſh. invaſion in $8.there 
wasthe water: andthe gunpowdertreaſon,there was the fire - 
and that fire and that water would have had no mercy ; but 
Godin his infinite mercy hath delivered us and fetled us in 
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i.e:ng (faid he) wee may not pray according to 3 fer forme,

And wilt not thou, O man, remember thy pur- 
chaſed ſalvation by Jeſws Chriſt? aflurethy ſelfe thus much, 
asS. eAuguſtine bath it, Q4i landare non vault in hooſeculo,ob- 
muteſcet in futtro, He'thar will not ſound forth'the praiſe of 
God inthis life, ſhall beftruckiſpeechleſſe inthe lifetroccme, 
as hce that had not on a wedding. garment. Asall waters 
come out of the ſea, ſoall return thither againe : all the good 
wee have, weereceiveat Godshand ;z © let the 7ivelers of 
praiſc and thankſgiving returne to that place from whence 
our benefits doe ſpring, The water ſtanding ſtill putrifies, 
and becomes corrupted, and where. there js not a recourſe 
and flowing back, by praiſe toGod, the heart becomes a 
puddle: the more benefits thegreater corruption; and there=- 
forerhis our Prophet profeſfeth of himſclfe,chat ſeven rinies a 
day hee would have recourſe to God by praiſe,, hkerhe river 
Euripus flowing ſeven times aday : Be filled therefore with 
the ſpirit ſpeaking to your ſelves in Pſalms and Hymmnes and ſpi- 
ritzall Songs. And here ] might ſpeak ſomewhat of char god- 
ly proviſion of ſrging, which our Church hath ordained for 
the better ftirris bp out-dull afeRions, and as Aquinas hath 
ir, Ot devote carat, aitentins confiderat gue dicuntur quia di- 
#:114 moratur fwp*r codem. This advantage we have by fing- 
mg, that wemay more fully conſider what we fay, becauſe 
we fizy longer upon every particular, than in ordinary rea- 
dino.

for that is a tinting and fertering (toule their owne expreſ- 
fions) of the Spirst, why then Coe we not ſing Plalmes and. 
Hymnes by the Spirit 2 without any preſcripr forme : the 
reaſon ſhall have my allowance ;. and I veri'y thinke, that 
many of theirextemporzry prayers ſcund as hatſhly inthe 
eares-of heaven, as his propounded: ſinging. would doe in

but the chiefeſt of theſe is love, he gives love the preheminence, 
and one maine reaſon given by Expchtors is, propter durotio- 
rem, it outlaftcth faith and hope, and ſhall accompany us 
toeternity : when we ſhall enjoy that which wee belcevet 
and hoped for, then no more necd.of faith or lope, but love 
ſhall laſt for ever :.

fon : here we ſtand in need, and therefore mu} pray ; here we 
are afflited,and therefore mult have parience ; but in heaven. 
there will be no needeither of prayer or patience, all teares 
fhallchen be wiped away,but prarſe ſhall Rill accompany us: 
weare bur ſer to ſchoobas it were here,tolearn this one lefſon 
readily,of praifing the Lord againſt we come to heaven, for 
there 1t will be our greatelt fclicity alwaies-to be fhoging. as. 
the Saints and Angels now doe, (lory,and honoyr,and praiſe, 
and power beaſcribed urto the Lamb ard to him that ſitteth upo:s 
the Throne for evermore, And lo much for the ducy in general. 
And now brethren give me leave to acquaint you with 
ſome particular obſervations, by way of application. There 
isno impartiall Chriflian rightly informed, but mult neei's 
gricve to ſce how Highly God is diſhonoured; and in thole 
very things wherein wee are principally to pra!ſe and hanowr 
his great and glericus name,. and: that is in his owne divine 
Ordinances; when as Ceblers and Weavers, and Feltmongers, 
and Taylors, and Botchers, Frange leves calamos., & ſcinde 
T hatia libellos, when ſuch doe take upon them to interpret 
Gods Word,dire&ly contrary to Gods Word; for,how ſhall they 
preach uuleſſe they be ſent? isthe Apoſtles rule : and theſeau- 
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and upheld, and pamphlets printed in defence and mainte- - 
nance ofthem; a new {reedpubliſhed, a8 if the Apoftles had 
been deficient, wherein is Blaſphemie , Hereſie, Schiſme, and 
damnable Treaſon, compiled by one 19hn T wrner , a poore 
young Laick: and (to gain the greater credit )be writes him= 
{ If the priſoner of Jeſas Chriſt, committed (as he well de- 
ſerved) by the Biſhops : lawfulnefle for every one to uſe the 
gift: the ProtefFation proteſted, a molt viperous, proditorious 
piece of Knavery : nay, the PulIpits in many places doring of 
doctrines of devils. One affirmesthat Parents ought nocto 
reach their children the Lords Prayer: another, That Popiſh 
innovations did firſt begin whenthe Apoltles ordained Bz- 
ſhops. One being in his Pulpit, and perceiving ſome few well 
devoted Chriſtians with their hatsoff, he called ro them ro 
be covered, and to leave off that /xperſtitions complement. An- 
other went about to defend that barbarous and bloody at 
of Felton upon the Duke of Buckingham, naming him inthe 
Pulpir. One,tkat iris ſuperſticious and Popiſh,to bow at that 
poore and naked name{touſe hiszown words )/eſw : & ther 
| fore another at the end of his Sermon. profeſied he had pur- 
poſely omirred touſe that name, left any one ſhould have bin 
guilty ef /dolatry,in ufingrevercnceto it, Another wil main- 
tain,that there is no more holineſſe in the { hxarchthan in his 
Kitchin,norin the Lords tablethan in a Drcſſer-board There 
is a fr [low goes up and down your ſtreets, much made of and 
wellrcfpeCted, in a gray ſuit, he hath atcempted to preach in 
divers Churches, fetting out his throat with, Aden, Fathers, 
Brethren and Sifters(he would bave one exprefſion morethan 
the Apoſtle uſed and this is 'one amongſt other his damnable 
renencs; hefaith plainly, That the Old Teſtament is now of no 
moreuſethan an O/d Almanack out of date. O fearfull and 
horrid b/aſphemies ! what will become of us, if Ecclefaſticall 
prriſdietion may not be permitted to curbe theſe execrable 
infolencies? Rewiviſce pauliſper mi Firmiane Lattanti ! O tor 
a Hierom, an e Auguſtin, a Chryſoſtom, a Bafil, a Laftanting ! 
with whar fury wouldthey dart out their thwngdey-bolrs, and 
with their coruſcant beames beat theſe bats incotheir accur- 
ſed holes ? The Churches of Ged daily profaned, the-memory 
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of the Saints ray/ed, the monuments of good Chriſtians,and 
ſpecialt BenefaRors to this honourable City, miſerably de- 
faced arid with Axes and hammers they breake down the car= = 
ved Worke thereof , as our Pfalmiſt complaineth : nay, the 
Infigna Regalia cannot eſcape that fury . In one Church 
they have pulled downe the Kings Crowne, becanſcit had a 
{*roſſe upon it: T would to God, brethren, that in ſtead of 
pulling downe Antiquities, we did all of us indeavour to 
pull downe the o/d 2za,and demoliſh our owne #»ſantificd 
hearts, inſtead of the memory of the Saints. The decent 
Alſunimento Repagnla, Encloſures, Railes, or call them what 

. you will, Bars from prophanation, for fo 1 am ſure they 
were, which have ſtood in many Chu:chestime out of mind, 
tumultuouſly (nacht away : beloved miſtake me not, I con- 
ceive, the late order extends only to late alterat ions,for ſoat 
is exprefled, late Innovations : but I ſpeake of thoſe, which 
have ſtood anciently, and they that are fo buſie in demoli- 
ſhing them, and other Antiquities, without due authoritie, 
I would withthem ſeriouſly to perpendwhat So/omon faith, 

: He that breaketh a hedge, a Serpent ſhall bite him, Yeknow Ecc {. 10.8, 
what I meane by hedge, and I pray God that they may not 
one day know and feele, what is meant by Serpexr. Þy this 
meanes, it 1s a great offence to many humble hearted Chri- 
ſtians, to ſee how the Lords holy Table is prophaned, boyes 
leaning and fitting upon it. Beloved I belceve there is none 
of you all would tufter the like indecency mn your ordinary 
Dining-roomes. I ſhall tell you a thing which would hve 
made the good Primitive Chriſtians to have trembled them- 
ſelves out of coynr, my ſelfe was a fad ſpeRaror of it; not 
many dayes fince comming into Saint Sep#/chres Church, a 
little defore the houre of prayer on a week-day, I ſaw a wo- 
man dandling and dancing her child upon the Lords holy 
Table, when ſhe mn drew near,and ſaw a great deal | 
of warer upon the Table, I verily thinke they were not reares 
of deyotion; it was well it was no worſe. O let any indiffe- 
rent Chriſtian judge, whether jt had not been mecter for the 
Lords Table to have ſtood rail'd in, as formerly for above | 
OTE gnns Ones be fo polluted, Gods — | 
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holy Utenſils ——_——— his poore Miniſters abuſed- 
there goeth a 7eſwir, a Baals prieſt, an Abbey-lubber, one of 
4 anterburies Whelps, the ordinary language, as we walk the 
reets. We are become the Nllificamen populi,as Tertullian 
complaneth in his time; the ( what ſhould I fay ?) the peo- 
ples N#:ſvell,their nothing; the Lord of his mercy lay it not 
to their charge. There is one placeI could wiſh you to look 
upon, They mocked the Angers of God, and deſpiſed his 
Words, and miſuſed hu Prophets, untill the Wrath of the Lord 
aroſe againſt ht people,till there Was no remedy. They, had pol- 
lated the houſe of the Lord, and commited many and great 
fins, but yet God did forbeare, till they came to the mi/»/ing 
of his Prophets, and then there was no remedy, there was no 
healing, ſo the Originall moſt properly imports : the ſore 
was Gangrir'd, and no bope to preſerve a little life, but by 
amputation : miſuſing in Words isnot all, they have fallen to 
deeds; divers Miniſters have had the Surplifſe torn off their 
backes, and well they ſcaped with their s&:s. The Braſen 
Serpent of divine inſtitution, when it came indeed to be 7doli- 
zed, was pulled down, but who gave order for it? good King 
Hez2kiah. If we mult forbcar this Veltment, let us have an 
Hezekiah, our gracious K#ng, with his due Connſel//to com- 
mand it ; not a rude Shroverueſday-company ; and then we 
are well content. The book of Common prayer , wherin 
and wherewith weare ſpecially to praiſe God in his publike 
worſhip , compiled and cleanſed from Popery by godly 
Martyrs, and ſealed with their deareſt bloods, now utterly 
coutemned and vilified , pamphlets printed againſt it, One 
amonglt the reſt, moſt notorious, a pretended conference be- 
iWixt a Country Gentleman,and one Maſter Hues, a Miniſter 
(as he 1s [tiled ) but ſounds more like a Poſthame of How the 
Cobler, that late famous preacher of Saint Nags-head: what 
a ſhame it is for this renowned Kingdome thus. to expoſe 
themſclves to the /ub/anation and ſcorn both of aur dome- 
[tique and forraign Adverſaries ? Beloved, give me leaveto 
be a premonitor, a foreWarner to you in this place, and to tell 
you that theſe things muſt needs provoke Godto heavy dif- 
pkaſure, I have heard ſome in ſcoifing manner (tile the godly 
| prayers 
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prayers of our 'Church by the name of porrage ; but by my 


confent;they that wil-not be content with the porrage ſhould 
have none of the ear ; nothing will downe with them but 
what is extempore, Without premeditation; wherin alas filly 
foules, what do they elſe, but too too often take Gods holy 
Name in vaine; asSif glorions Lord, and God, and ied 
Father deſerved no more reverence,then to be uſed like pgft's 
and blocks,ſuddenly to be laid hold on, when they are ready 
to tumble out of their way by reaſon of their inconſiderate 
halte, making the Attributes of the hight keep their tongue 
in play till their rath invention preſſe a further paſſage. You 
{hal read that when the Temple of eruſalem was to be built, 
allthe materialls were made rcady before they came to be 
laid inthe houſe ; ſo that in the rearing of it, there was nei- 
their Axe nor Hammer heard: if the like method was obſcr- 
ved inthe building of Gods ſpirituall Temple, then ſhould 
we not heare fuch hacking and hammering, withſuch confu- 
ſion,as if Babel were a building, rather then Beche/the houſe 
of God; or as if the houſe were rather a pling doWne then a 
building up; for they both'frame, and reare it at an inſtant ; 
and therefore our late gracious Saveraigne King 7ames of 
ever bleſſed memory,in his Paraphraſe upo the Lords prayer 
(as he writ many excellent 'Tras in Divinity ) (tiles fuch 
unpremeditated prayer and preaching , monſtrous births; 
and how can they be otherwiſe than monſtrous,thatare con- 
caived,and breught forth both, all in one hour ? Beloved mi- 
ttike menot, Prayer,as it isthe molt zeceſſary duty ofa Chri- 
ſtian,ſoof all other molt acceptable to God Almightie,Oratio 
fidelis.eft celi clavy, the prayer of the faithfull is the key that 
opens Heaven gate; but then you muſt not think to wrelt it 
open with a rude pick/ocke of uncouth, undigeſted, unpre- 
meditated prayer. You know our bleſſed Lord gives us ſpe- 
ciall cantion, againſt 5abbling and vaine repetitions; and to 
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uſe the ſimilitude of that tranſcendent Authour, I even now 


alledged , If thou wert to goe before an carthly King, how 
wouldeſt thou precogitate, and meditate all the way, what 
language to uſe, and how to behave thy ſelfe in his preſence? 


and are we notto be much more carefull, when we come to 
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preſent our ſelves before the X ang oi *'There is not any 
truly inſtruked Chriſtian care, but would nau/zat to heare 
their uſuall extravigant expreſſions. One, and acrowded 
one,had this Rhetorjque, in his pulpit prayer, Lord thou haſt - 
been good to us one yeare, Lord thou haſt been good to us two 
yeares, Lord thou haſt been good to us three yeares, yea Lord 
thou haſt been good to us even this foureſcore yeares, but yet 
Lord thou art Wanting in one thing, &c. O fearfull blaſphe- 
my ! Another in the great drought of thislaſt ſummer, pray- 
ing for rain, had this expreſſion, Lord there have been ſome 
ſemblances,and ſome overtures Lord of rain,the clouds indeed 
Were gathered together but they Were ſuddenly diſperſed Lord, 
Lord thou knoWeſt that the kennels of rhe ſtreets yeeld a moſt 
#nſavory ſmell,&c. Now let any indifferent Chriſtian judge, 
whether (inſted of this ridiculous extemporary extravagan=- 
Cy) it had not been more ſeemly to have uſed the ſet forme 
for that occaſion, in our book of common prayer,0 God hea- 
venly Father which by thy ſon Teſus Chriſt haſt promiſed to all 
them that ſeek thy K ingdom and the righteouſneſſe thereof ,all 
things neceſſary for their bodily ſuſtenance : ſend us,vwe beſeech 
thee, in this our neceſſity ſuch moderate rain aud ſhowers, that 
We may, &Cc. | 
Brethren, I heartily deſire a cleare underſtanding of me 
in this point, our Chxrch doth not fo ſtrictly ticus to the [ee 
forme in the book of Common prayer, but that we may uſe 
prayers ofour own meditation, as before Sermon, and after 
Sermon, the Miniſter is left to his own liberty: vutthen we 
mult be careful to guide our words with di/crer5on. And men 
in their private families, and by themſelvei may, and ought 
to expreſle their ſeverall occaſions,as God ſhall be pleaſed to 
moveand direft their heats by his holy Spirit - nay, and I 
doe earneſtly exhort you in the tender of your owne ſoules, 
to keep a conſtant inviolable courſe in this duty, at leaſt zWice 
every day, orning and Evening upon your knees: and they 
that neglect it, 7 pronounce that they are in.a moſt wretched 
dangerous eſtate. But (till let not the holy prayers of our 
Church be deſpiſed: your forefathers would have rejoyced 
greatly if they might but have had the booke of Commen 
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prayer in their own tapgue, to have made uſe of ina corner : 
and / pray God your ch/dren mgy not deſire the like, & Want 
57. Alas! brethren,your City and Suburbs ſwarme with open 
contemners of this precious Ordinance of God, Ordinance of 
God1 call it, for certainly the compoſers of it were indued 
with a large meaſure of Gods holy ſpirit. But now,(Ounhap- 
py times) Anabaptiſts,& Separatiſts, Burtoniſts,& BroWniſts, 
utterly reject it: Infelix lolium ct ſteriles dominantur avene, 
Andnow I amnaming them, I {hallacquaint you with a 
moſt remarkable paſſage: Brow» the father of the Brow- 
niſts,from whom they have their name, was the firlt of note, 
that did ſeperate himſelf from our reformed Cbarch of Erg- 
land : and he went into the ficlis,and woods,and ſecret core 
ners, and preached to. anumber of ſeduced foules: and the 
reaſon that healledged was,that we had not a Church,a true 
Church he meant : but marke the event , a good Benetice 
being offered him, he ſoon recanted hiserrour, and he that 
before would not acknowledge a(*hurch amongſt us, was 
very well content to be the Parſon of a Church, Achurch,tor 
that is thename of the place, a Village in Northamptonſhire, 
where ke lived a long time, and dyed but within theſe ſeven 
yeares. Loe here you may ſeethe antiquity, together with 
the ſincerity of the brotherhood of the jane a though 
he recanted, and bedead, yet his Se&# ſurvives, who conti- 
nually clamour, not only in their private Conventicles, but 
publiquely in open Church, againſt our Charch, and the go- 
vernment therof, downe with Biſhops, downe with Com- 
mon prayer,down with Organs,down with the Golden 1dol 
in Cheape, and doWne with, downe upon your kzees inrecet- 
ving of the-great Seale of redemption. As for Bithops, 
put caſe ſome have been faulty, it may be ſome Judges have 
been faulty, and ſome Aldermen have been faulty, and ſome 
Parliaments have been faulty, I pray God bleſle and guide 
this. But ſhall there be no Judges therefore? No Aldermen? 
No Parliaments? Let the partics peccant be puniſbed accor- 
ding to pre-eſtabliſhed lawes: but let their office go free. I 
conceive that by vertue of one branch inthe late Proteſta- 
tion, wearc bound to nphol Epilcoperys weare( as muck 
args 3 as 
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as in us lies) to maintain height of the Subjes, but the 
dignity & means of the Biſhops are the right of the ſubjeR, 
that is cleare. Whatſoever any one injoyes according tothe 
Laws of the Land, not hitherto repealed, is the rightof the 
ſubjeR; but the dignity and meanesof "Archbiſhops and*Bi- 
{hops are according tothe Laws of the Land, not hitherto 
repealed : therefore , but to-draw towards a conchifion of 
this, I cannot better compare our times in England, then to 
the apparition to Elias on Mount Hoyeb : firlt there was a 
great winde and tempeſt, which tare theRocks,and rent the 
Mountaines,but God was not inthe -winde: after that there 
was an earth-quake,but God wasnot in the earth-quake:after 
that there was a fire, but God was not in the - : but at laſt 
there was a /-2all ſtil voice, and God was in that voice. Our 
Anceſtors endured a great ſtorm and tempelt,when the diffe- 
rences were betwixt thoſe two potent houſes,7ork and Lan- 
caſter,but God was not inthat tempelt: afterward there was 
an carth-quake-ye know in whoſe Kings raigne, and ſuch an 
earth-quake that ſhook down al the Aſonafteries & Abbies, 
and that was a great bleſſing to this Nation, for which wee 
are ever bound to magnifie and praiſe thename of our God. 
But for the reveneWs,that is a matter of another conſiderati- 
on,when as in ſome places in this Land the impropriator go- 
eth away with five or fix handred pounds per a»n»m,and the 
poore Vicar, who hath the Cure of {cals, {carſly 40. pounds. 
Afterward (with a ſmall intermiſſion) there was a fire, am 
ſure God was not in that fire, in thoie 2{arian times, Queen 
AMaries raigne, when as many of our Proteſtant Martyrs 
like Elias himſelfe who ſaw the vition, were carried up to 
heaven in Chariots of fire. Aﬀerthat, in that ſecond Debo- 
rah's daics, famous Queen Elizabeth; and in that ſecond 
Solomons daies, King Iames of ſweet and blefled memory : 
and 1n the raigne of our ſecond 7ofiah, our preſent gracious 
Soveraign, whom God almighty long preſerve, we have had 
the /22all and ſtil! voice of the Goſpel of Chriſt , a-quict and 
peaceable injoyment of Gods publick worſhip, in his holy 
Ordinances, continued even the full age of a man,ll now of 
late for our ſins,the winde hath begun to blow;inthe bauling 
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and bluſtering of turbulent KB {chiſmatiques, who with 
the wind of their new do&rine and new di/cipline,endeavour 
to diſturb, nay utterly to overthrow the ſweet harmonious 
, and bleſſed tranquility both of hnrch and State. Þ 
w right well, there are ſome will be ready to taxe. mefor 
medling with. theſe things; but.tell me 1 pray. you my .Ma- 
ſters, what matters,or what men(in point of Gods worſhip ) 
are out of ourreach? I am ſure our Commiſſion extends 
to the higheſt Cedar, as well as to the abject Hy/opupon the 
wall, and th: Prophet calls them dumb dogs, which will not 
warn the people of their errors; we are canes greg#s, and 
where we ſee cauſe, we mult ſometimes barke, and bite too: 
and ſoI come to give you a view of the Aors in this Cho- & 
rc of praiſe, and they are 7#venes et virgines, (enes cum jut- 
nioribus , Tong men and maidens, old men and children,praiſe 
ye the Name of the Lord. 

The parties you ſee who areto performe this duty, are ,1__- 1. 
proportionably matched, and ſured together , Tong men and & Cajer. & 
maidens,old men and children, Ot emnes homines comprehedat, Carthuſianus. 
tres differentias enumerat, poteſtatts, ſexus, et atatis: ones 
rg1tar, five principes, five privats, frue viri, ſive femine, ſive 

ſenes, five adoleſcentes Jandent nomen Domini. Our Prophet 
that he might comprehend all ſorts of mankind, makesthres 
differences; of power, of /ex, and of age : be they Princes, or 
be they Subjefts, menor Women, youg or old, t ey mult all 
agree inthis, to praiſe the Name of the Lord; in the former 
verſe, Prince and people, and here male and female, youg and 
old. And hereinis included a double caveat, againſt thoſe 
two dangerous Gwulphs , preſumption and deſpaire, that the 
yonger. {-rt may not , preſunting of long life, defer their 
converſion to the praiſe of their maker, he calls them in their 
yorg daies to buckle themſclvesto. the ſervice of God. And 
that the aged may not. deſpaire of the acceptation of their 
ſervice, he inciteth them allo to praiſe the Lord. For the firſt, 
The Prophet inthis Pſalm calls upon the creatures, the ſx», 
the moore, the fire, the trees, to praiſe the Lord: ſhall the ſur 
reply, I will not doe it now, inthe »-0rzing or middle of the 
day, but when I am ſetting L will; the ooze, notnow, I am 
at 
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at Full;out hereafter in my aire or Ectipſe:the fire when'T 
ama litle co/dey: and the tree, at the fall of my leafe:* ſurely 
they dare not beſo peremptory', and yet-thou' yoting man 
dolt the very ſame, thou reſolveſt to ſerve thy maſter nol 
age, when the ſunne of thy life is a ſetting, an in the meane 
while followelt the wates of thine own heart, but Remember 
for all this thon muſt one day come to indgement: God, who is 
called, 7 am, cares not for 1 Will be,or I have beene, but onely 
for him that 1s now preſent. O beware of the deceits of Sa- 
tan,that thirſteth eſpecially after yo»g and /Weer blood, he that 
withholds thee now,if thou dolt not ſuddenly ruſh out of his 
clutches, will every day tie a cord more about thee, Qzr 07; 
eſt hedie, cras minus; Trees that doe not bud and bloſſome in }. 
the Spring,their ownercan expect no fruit from them in Au- 
tumne, and like enough in Winter he will cut them downe 
and burne them,for cumbring the ground.O therefore ye that 
are youg,while the morning ſunne of your life adornes you 
with its glorious raer, addrefſe your ſelves to the praiſe of 
your Maker : an o/4 man that is good , God, and good men 
will /ove: but a yong man thats holy,God will love,and men 
and Angels will admire, Often ruminate upon theuncertain- 
ty of lite, thoughnever fo yong and luſty. O that yong men 
and maydens, and all, would conſider their felloW-aFors, the 
Wormes which David in this Pfalme callsupon to praiſe the 
Lord, and haw do they praiſe the Lord? I ſhall tel you 
one way, by gnaWing upon the carkaſe of many a damned 
foule, that died yonger and lultier then thon art, and perhaps 
had a firmer refolution to have lived to Gods praiſe, if time 
had been granted them,and theſe wormes will afſuredly,how 
ſoone thou knowelt not, ſet forth Gods glory by executing 
upon thy body the wages of fſinne, corruption. And here 
I might inſiſt upon divers reaſons, to ſhew, that converſion 
willte far more dificult hereafter, then at the preſent time, 
As firſt, cuſtome and habite in finning, according to that of 
the Philoſopher, Habirns qui multi: attionibys acquiritur 
difficilline amittitar.2.The longer we injure on ſelves in fin 
the more God doth elonginquare himſelf, and withdraw his 
grace from ns. 3. By continuance the power of Sarars King- 
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Home is moreeſtabliſhed and Arengthenhed in our hearts:4nd 
fourchly, by delay, the faculties of our minde are daily more 
and more corrupted. There are many fmilitudes, which the 
Fathers, and from them other moderne Writers have uſed te 
foculcate into our hearts the great danger of delay. A Ship 
that hath ſprung a leake, is more eaſily ſtopt or emptied ac 

he firſt than afterwatds. A hoxſetharfalsro ruine,the longer 
| ets on, the more coft and labour will be required in 
Tepairing thereof. A man thatdrivesa Naile with a Hammer 
into a picceof timber,the more blowes he gives it, the more 
hardit isto pluck it outagaine; and it may be ſtruck up fs 
home, that it can never be pulled out , till Ye timber come 
to be br1+ in the fire. Wouldfſt thou not judge him a very 
unwiſe man, that having made a burthen of flicks, and find- 
ing it.coo heavie for his ſhoulders,ſhould lay it afide,and goe 
and cut down more,and adde unto it ? Or couldft thou deem 
him lefle than mad,tnat having a great journey togo, and a 
great burthento carry, and havihg choice of many luſty 
horſes, ſhould let themall paſſe empty away, and lay all his 
carriage upon a poore feeble Jade , that could ſcarce beare 
himſelte ? If thou ſhaltlay in themorning ; thou canſt nor 
paſſe over the foord, when as yet the water is low, how ſhalt 
thou be able topaſle oyer it at night , when the river ſwel- 
leth, andthe bankes are full? I could ſpend the whole dayin 
ſuch ſimilitudes and exprefſions as theſe , which ſhew the 
great danger of delaying repentance, and converſion to the 
laſt : but let theſe ſuffice, and.in the Name of Ged , deare 
brethren, as you tender the falyation of your owne ſoules, 
make a due application thereof unto your ſelves, and ſeri- 
oully conſider, whether it wil be eafier for you torepent and 
amend now ## youth,than hereafter ino/4 age; now it health, 
or hereafter in ſichneſſe 3now when the burden of your ſinnes 
is /eſſer, or when it ſhall be greater : ina word, now whiles 
grace is neare, or when it ſhall tand art a further diſtance. 
Whiles thou delayeſt, thy accownt is encreaſed, thy debraug- 
mented, thine enemy more ſtrong, thy ſelfe more feeble, and 
all the difficulties of conyerfion daily more and more mul- 
tiplied upon thee, Wherfore young men and maidens,whiles ye 
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are yowng,praiſe the Name of the Lord, And let medefire you 
in the tender of your owne ſoules, tocarry: { at leaſt) this one 
leſſon home with you ; He that repents not to: day, hath a day 
wore to repentof, and a day leſſe to repent in, And ſo to the ie- 
cond ſort of Aors, Senes cum ſunioribus, Old men and children 
praiſe ye the Name of the Lord. 

That the Aged therefore may not deſpaire of the efficacy 
and acceptation of their ſervice with God , heexcites them 
to praiſe him too: Although it be a great danger, as I have 
ſhewed, for the younger todeferre, yet it is far more perni= 
ciousfor the aged : the young man may be our in his firſt 
part, and yetrecover his credit afterward, but thou that arr 
agedartnowaGing thylaft Scexe;chis isthe lalttimethou arc 
to come upon the Srage ::O therefore be carefull to beſtirre 
thy ſelf now. But the craftof Satan ſo bewitcheth thy hearr, 
that though never fooldthou ſtill hopelt for longer life. No 
fake ſoold but may remaine in the hedge one _ longer ; 
crue, and yet ere Y/imterbe done it may-chance Sluck' ups 
and caft into the fire. This is the winter of thy life, and af- 
ter it noſpring-to ws ng , but thy reſurreftion , which 
ſhall be thy ecernall falyation.or damnation, according to 
thy behaviour in this laſt partof thy life: Butperadventure 
thou feareſt thy ſervice in.this decrepit age will be rejeRted, 
Satanand by owne lufts have becne ſerved with full diſhes, 
and a few abject ſcraps onely reſerved for Gods Table. Bur 
whoart thou that dareſt argue againſt the mercies of God? 
if thy ſervice were not now acceptable, the holy Ghoſt would 
never have required it ; he commands nothing but what 
doth great]y pleaſe him in the performance. If now ar laſt 
thou apply thy ſclfe tothe praiſe of Cod, though never fo 
old, thou becommelt young againe by thy ſecond birth, no 

more old in Godsfight, but as a fir vg of the flock, 
| Lookaboutthee, and ſee who is coupled with thee , chil 
ren and iufants,Old men and children : Nox hicrammm ſeni- 
bus exprobratur infantia, ſed requiritur illoram innocentia, The 
Prophet would not enely have thee conſider, thac thy natu- 
ralleftate is become liketoa childs, for ſenes bis puerinec ſemel 
fartaſſe viri, O1d mean are twice children, and ſometimes noc 
| once. 
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-bnce 92enz but thatthe Lord requires the like intoceficy and 
harmleſle difpofition, as in little ſweer Babes. Babes and 
infants arecalled. upon to praiſeGod ; Balbutientium etians 
: wares Deo grate , even the ſtammering and imperfect lan- 
guage of young infants are acceptable to God. Out of the 
mourhs of babes and ſucklings haſt thou perfefted praiſe: 
and therefore our Pſalmift ends with them, 2s the perfeftior 
ofall. This briefly ſhould inſtru parents to inftruR heir 
children, and to ſeaſon their younger yeares in the leſſons 
and grounds of Chriſtianity, as a thing moſt acceptable to 
Almighty God: and forthe aged. 1 wiſh that theirlife may 
end asthis booke of Pſalmes : inthe beginning and middfe 
thereof you may read ſometimes of proſperity , ſometimes of 
adverſuy ; ſometimes of ſinne, ſometimes of godlineſſe ; ſome- 
times of »zercy, fometimes of judgement ; variety of doArine: 
but in the end he ties himfelfe to this ene onely thing, of 
Praiſe to God. So that in the concluſion there is ſcarce any 
thing to be read , but praiſe, and praiſe, and praiſe the Lord. 
O lerthy life beare a part in this conſort! leave off all other 
things now, and betake thy ſelfe wholly to the praiſcof Al- 
mighty Ged. And ſo having briefly preſented the Atorsro 
your view, I ſhall more briefly (by way of Epilogue) ſpeak 
jomewhat of theobje& of our praiſe, the Name, which I ſhall 
onely »ame unto you, and fo conclude , Lawdent nomen Do- 
mint, Praiſe ye the Name of the Lord. 

By Name is underſtood, Devs ipſe, quicquid de Deo, & in 
Deo, God himſelf, and whatſoever fs in God, or ſaid ef God, 
or done by God :butthere is one Nawe,above all names,the 
bleſſed name /eſus, holy,and to be reverenced is his Name,as 
our Pſalmiſtelſewhere, And the ApoſtleSaint Pawl, HE hath 
given him a'Name above all names ,that at the name of /eſus 
every kneeſhould bow And by the grace of God as long as 1 
havea knee,I ſhall humbly crave liberty that it may bow at 
thatName, when itis miniRterially pronounced : for if I 

| ſhould not uſe reverence at that Name, I feare I ſhould not 
receive comfort by that Name? Letme borrow a little pati- 
ence, the glory of my bleſſed Saviour lyecs art Rake,and firft I 
| I p remife »

premiſe, that] doe not in the leaſt cenſure them that refuſe 
towly reverence at that Name, till they may be better infor- 
med : for | am confident, that there ar2 many thouſands, the 
deare Saints and ſervants of Ged, which'doe not uſe it : nej- 
ther would I have it donein an hiſtrionicall, mimicall,affe ted 
way,but gravely,and modeſtly, as beſeemes good Chriſtians : 
and which is the main, that it never be done, but with ſpe- 
ciall inward ejaculation up to God : for ifthe heart doe not 
goe along with the body, it is meere hypocrifie, and moſt 
- groſſe Idolatry. There isa Sermon ex profeſſo,upon that text 
inthe ſecond to the Philippians, preached before cur late 
gracious Soveraigne King James , one right well able, and. 
ready-enough to have reproved the Preacher, if he had done 
amifle : but he was ſo far from diflike, that he commanded 
it to be printed : it was delivered by one, who (I am ſure) 
was no Papiſt, Doftor Andrewes Biſhop of Wincheſter, that 
acerrimm propugnator Ecclefie Anglicane mallens Papiſtarum, 
and in histime the Atlas, the vervex Rehigionrs Reformate : 
onethart hath given-thegreateſt gaſh to the Papiſts, and one 
of the chiefeſt Bell-weathers of ourreformed F lockes: and I 
bad rather take the judgement, in a point of Divinity, ofthac 
T heodoſrus.and that Ambroſe, King [ames and Biſhop An- 
drewes,than the opinion of ten thouſand beſide. Thetext in 
the Philippians, and ſo another parallelin the 14.tothe Row. 
FI. is grounded upon that in Eſ#.4502 3. where the, Pro- 
pher ſpeaking of the Mcffiah, faith, ſhaveſworne by my ſelfe, 
that to him every knee ſhall bow. 1 have ſworn by my ſelte,and 
will you have God Almighty forſworne ? it is the high ex- 
_ preſhon of that learned Prelate : the Fathers generally doe 
underſtand the place in the literall ſenſe, of ourward bodily 
worſhip. For the objeQtion, that there are no knees in hea- 
ven, or under the earth : it is moſt ridiculous, neither are 
thereany rogues there in a proper ſenſe : and therefore upon 
the fame ground, weareto make' no orall or verball contel- 
fon ; the reaſon is plain, Every knee ſhall bow, every tongue 
thall confefle : asthe kxee is to be underfiood, fothetongae is 
to be underſtood, that is cleare; well then, if the &»ee be 
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metaphorically underſtood, then the tongue is metaphorically 
_ uncerſtocd : for there is the tongue of the heart as well as the 
knee of the heart : and if ſo, there needs no confethon at all of 
our bodily rongue, but onely the rongue of our heart, as the 
knee of our heart,and that were very firangedivinity. There 
is athijng called redditio debits. For as much as Ged is the 
God of the body ard ſoule, ſo will he have homage and re-= 
verence both of body and foule: we have tongues, and there- 
fore muſt uſe tongues : we have knees,and therefore mult uſe 
knees : ſome ſpeciall expreſſion of bodily worſhip; for I 
ſhall willingly in ſome kinde admit a Synecdoche in thoſe 
words,but no further : my conſcience tels me;that if I expe 
ſalvation of my poore bod; and foule,then both wy body and 
ſoule muſt be humbled in Gods ſervice and worſhip: and for 
chat other frivolous obje&tion, why do we not uſe outward 
reverence at the Sacroſantt Name Jenovahi, or any other of 
the Attributes,as well as at Jeſu? | anſwer,thatin uſing re. 
vererce, in, orat that Name, wedoeit to all, ro God the Fa- 
ther, God the Son, and Vad the holy Ghoſt : as when we 
ſay, Gar Father, wee include all the three bleſſed perſons ; 
for, as Opera T rinitatss ad extra ſunt i:-diviſa ;{o our worſnip 
js undivided, we worſhip one God, Trinity in Unity : but in 
that name 'we have relation to the principall warke tous 
ſinners, the ſaving and redemption of our poore foules and 
bodies by the blood of our bletfed Lord: iſhall oncly pror 
pound onething to any imparrtiall eare ; I amperſwaded [ 
am bound to bow,thou art per{ſwaded the contrary : ſuppole, 
if ir could be ſuppoſed, that. Iamin anerror, doe you thinke 
it will belaid to my charge at the great day, as long as I do 
ic with all my heart,and all my ſoutroo? I amconfident,no: 
bur if the negle& thereof ſhall chen appeareto be an errour, 
where art thow then ® though I am the meaneſt of thou- 
ſinds,yet Itbink I ſhould beable to detend the caſe, by Gods 
holy word, ancient Fathers, and practice of Primitive times, 
Dum erzor calebat Chriſti, as Saint Hicrow hathit, And if 


my reaſons ſhould faile, I have a little parcell of Chriſtian: 


blood and life, ready inall humility.to offcr in ſacrifice for 
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defcncethereof. T will tay you nolonger , onely conclude 
with my Text, Toung men and maidens, Old men and childres | 
praiſe yethe Name, and eſpecially this Name : for to us poore 
finners it is a Name aboveall Names. the Name of our Lord 
Teſs Chriſt : To whom with th.ce , O Father , and the holy 
Spirit, three perſons, but one God , be aſcribed all honour, 
glory, praiſe,and thankſgiving,from this gime forth for ever- 
more. e Amen.
